IH seems that back in 
the eighties when the pioneers 
who settled here decided that they 
should dignify their settlement 
with a name. they decided upon 
Santa Fe. It wasn’t until 1895, 
when they applied for a post of- 
fice, that they learned that there 
was already a Santa Fe in Indi- 
ana.”

Doubtless many ordered 
these full sets for we are advised 
from the offices in New York that 
a large volume of mail was car- 
ried. 

Complete figures are not yet 
available and as we write this, 
the collectors covers which 
reached Miami on November 20th 
had not yet been released. This 
is the bottleneck where the cen- 
sors must do their work and 
covers should now turn up at 
any moment. 

The Presidential cover illustra- 
ted above is greatly reduced in 
size, the full size was just one 
half inch wider than the five 
columns on this page. Such cov- 
ers as this were prepared for 
President Roosevelt and other 
dignitaries and are a cover such 
as every Air Mail Cover Collec- 
tor dreams about. 

This cover bears a stamp of 
Costa Rica in the top right cor- 
ner, cancelled at San Jose on 
November 20. At the left of this 
a big Nicaraguan stamp cancelled 
at Managua on the same day. 
Next are two Salvador stamps 
cancelled at El Salvador on the 
same date and at the extreme 
left a pair of Honduras Red Cross 
and an ordinary stamp all can- 
celed on tne 20th of November. 
The cover is backstamped by In. 
ter American Airways at Miami 
on November 20th also. 

The cachets for each of the 
four countries are shown across 
the bottom of the cover and the 
central cachet is the one used 
universally on all of the covers on 
all of the flights. 

Surely one could not look fo: 
more than this in any cover and 
we have a firm feeling that the 
single covers when they arrive 
will all be .eauties and_ that 
every one who ordered a set will 
have reason to thank his lucky 
star that he got in on the flight. 

Just as soon as figures are re- 
leased by the IAA and the post- 
office, complete details of the 
flight and number of covers will 
be published in our columns.

Highlights Of The 
Philatelic Congress 
Held At Washington 


In a demonstration of Inter 
American interest in non-govern- 
mental fields, stamp _ collectors 
from Denver to the east coast and 
Canada met in a three day ses- 
sion of the Pan American cen- 
tenary of the Postal Stamp at 
the Pan American Union in 
Washington on November 26, 27 
and 28, conducting the 9th Amer- 
ican Philatelic Congress under the 
joint auspices of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union and the permanent 
Congress organization. A varied 
program directed toward a bet- 
ter understanding of the Amer- 
icas consisted of the reading of a 
series of specially prepared mon- 
ographs, a comprehensive exhibi- 
tion of postal paper, a reception, 
a writers’ breakiast and a _ ban- 
quet at which the Hon, William 
Lytell Schurz, assistant chief of 
the Division of Cultural Relations 
of the Department of State, ad- 
dressed the Congress on the sub- 
ject of “Practical Inter American 
Relations.” 

Dr. L. S. Rowe, director gen- 
eral of the Pan American Union 
stated in part: 

“It is with the greatest pleasure 
that I extend to the members. of 
the American Pihlatelic Congress 
the warmest possible welcome on 
behalf of the Pan American 
Union. Your meeting this year 
acquires special significance in 
view of the fact that you are 
celebrating the centenary of the 
Postage Stamp, an event which 
has meant so much to the _ pro- 
gress of civilization. Every one 
interested in the development of 
Inter-American unity and coop- 
eration owes you a debt of grati- 
tude for the important part which 
you have played in making the 
nations of the Americas better 
known to one another.” 

During the four sessions of the 
Congress the following mono- 
graphs were presented: “Two 
proofs for the Commemoration of 
the Fourth Centenary of the Dis- 
covery of Brazil” by Mario de 
Sanctis of Brazil; “The Postage 
Stamps of El Salvador for terri- 
torial transit issued in the year 
1899” by Rafael Alexander D. of 
El Salvador; “The Latin Ameri- 
can Stamp Section of the Pan 
American Union” by Albert F. 
Kunze of the Stamp _ Section; 
“Latin America: a desirable field 
for the Philatelist” by John N. 
Myer of New York; “The Rarest 
Stamp of Haiti, its History and 
Legal Status” by Leon Montes of 
Haiti; “Cuba and the Centennial 
of the Pan American Postage 
Stamp” by Dr. Ernesto Bello and 
Rafael R. Garcia; “Columbia 
Takes to the Air’ by R. J. Lyon of | 
New York; “A map stamp of Hon- 
duras” by Judge Harrison Hale 
Schaff of Boston; “The Mysterious 
Gauthier Stamps” by Eugene 
Klein of Philadelphia and “His- 
tory of the Tierra ‘Del Fuego 
Stamp” by Jere.

Thinner Paper Reduces 
New Specialized ‘’Cat’’ 
To More Compact Size 


Although this years Specialized 
U. S. Postage Stamp Catalougue 
from the Scott Publications. Inc., 
of New York has over 20 more 
pages than were in the edition of 
last year, the book is quite a bit 
thinner all because of the use of 
lighter weight paper, paper of the 
same quality as in the general ca- 
talogue. 

As a result the illustrations do 
not show up quite so sharp and 
clear as in the former edition, yet 
the book is more pleasing because 
of less bulk. Coming this year in 
a pale green cover, the book is of 
course quite behind the present 
market trend of upward prices 
because we note a line on the title 
page which states that the print- 
ing began on October 20. Much 
in price advances has happened 
since that date but there is evi- 
dence that the publishers antici- 
pated this in many of their pric- 
ings as we note some substantial 
increases over last year. 

After all, however with the ca- 
talog its a question of discount 
rather than price for many of the 
items are still far above the cur- 
rent market if we look at the 
catalog as a net price list. 

The 50c Zeppelin is priced $15 
per block, which is quite a bit 
above the current market. Less 
than a year ago this stamp could 
have been bought at as low as 
$7.50 so if we take the present 
price and discount it about 25 per 
cent instead of the talked of 50% 
we arrive at a correct figure for 
this block. _ 

Other stamps will work out on 
about the same general average 
of value, 25% off present catalog 
will bring one pretty close to ac- 
tual market value with a heap of 
the material, some will go a bit 
better, some a bit lower 

Disregarding these facts. the 
catalogue is almost a necessity for 
any real collector for no other 
publication offers the information 
and the help to the collector that 
is necessary and is provided only 
through this annual catalogue. 

It is after all a handbook which 
lists and describes in a thorough 
manner, the stamps of the United 
States and gives a very thorough 
list of all known varieties, thus 
making it invaluable and a real 
necessity to every collector. 

Many will wish that they had 
placed advance orders for this 
volume as like the general cata- 
logue, the edition was sold out 
before it left the presses and it 
is highly improbable that any fur- 
ther printing will be made.

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No United States stamps of recent years have interested the 
writer so much as the series of Flag stamps which have just been 
completed with the issue of the stamp for Denmark. My interest in 
these stamps was principally because of the printing method. 
was something that I knew about and naturally any defective copies 
would challenge me to learn just how such defects might come about. 


It 


unusual defect that has shown up 


is the double printing of the word Norway under the flag on the 
stamp of that country, and then the further discovery of a similar 
®double print 


on the Albanian 


stamp. 


I have spent many hours in 
correspondence with offset print- 
ers and manufacturers of ofiset 
printing equipment in an effort 
to verify my belief that the doue 
ble prints were caused by a print- 
ing defect, rather than by any 
other means and _ I believe that 
the information and explanation 
which I can now give will settle 
that problem for all time. 

My source’ of information is 
one of the larger manufacturers 
ot offset printing equipment. [I 
am requested not to mention 
names and shall of course not do 
so but I can say that specimens of 
both of the double printings, a 
block of the Norway, three stamps 
high and running the full width 
of the sheet as well as a block of 
eight of the Albanian stamps 
from the right edge of the sheet 
together with full sheets. of 
some of the other stamps and 
some photographs, were submit- 
ted this firm and that the mate- 
rial was thoroughly examined 
and studied by their laboratory 
experts and that the golution 
which they offer and the expla- 
nations given are the most logi- 
cal yet presented. I shall not ate 
tempt to quote from their let- 
ters to any great extent because 
I believe I can present the mat- 
ter in a more understandable way 
in my own words. 

It is first necessary to under- 


stand how these sheets were 
made up and how they went 
through the presses. We should 


also try to judge the size of the 
sheets. The sheets as we get 
them from the postoffice are a 
bit more than 8% x 10% inches 
in size. 

We have learned that the 
sheets are quite a bit larger than 
four times this size when printed 
because we have learned that on 
the engraved plate there was a 
series of cross hatch lines which 
surrounded the entire sheet. 
Whether this series of cross 
hatch lines surrounded each in- 
dividual sheet of fifty stamps or 
whether it was around the whole 
group of four sheets we do not 
know. 

We can be sure however that 
the large sheet of four panes was 
considerably larger than 17x22 
inches. We mention this size 
Sheet for that is a standard size 
sheet of paper of this quality, 
Other standard sizes are 19x24 
and 17x28 also double either of 
the three sizes mentioned. 

However in a job as large as 
this one was it is most probable 


that the paper was made to or- 
der and the sheet size was just 
sufficient for the job otherwise 


a lot of trimming would be neces- 
sary which means waste in 
poundage and thus a sheet of the 
exact size necessary was made to 
order for the job.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


DOUBLE PRINT 
MYSTERY IS SOLVED 


_ Continued From Page 1 





paper with grain in it will tend 
to warp or curl across the width 
or length of the sheet in the 
same direction as the grain runs. 

These sheets of stamps have 
the grain running from top to 
bottom of the sheet, the long 
way of the sheet, so that any of 
the sheets laid aside by itself or 
as handled or fed through a 
press one after another would 
have a tendency to warp or rise 
up slightly, this allowing an air 
pocket to come under the sheet, 
this air pocket would naturally 
run under the length of the sheet 
or in the direction of the long 
way of the sheet. 

These sheets were fed into the 
press at the top and left edges of 
the sheets, thus if an air pocket 
or buckle should develop under 
any sheet while it was going into 
the press or after the grippers of 
the press took hold of it and 
while the paper was going around 
or between the impression cylin- 
der and the cylinder on which the 
rubber blanket which transfers 
the print to the paper, this air 
pocket or buckle would cause the 
sheet to “kiss” the rubber blanket 
before the firm printing impress- 
ion was made. This ‘‘kiss’’ would 
show faintly in the sheet, when 
the impression was made the air 
would be squeezed out and the 
firm impression would be a trifle 
to the left of the ‘‘kiss’’ 

If you can now understand 
what I am going to try to ex- 
plain you will readily realize that 
the solution which I give must be 
the correct one. 

On the block of fifteen Nor- 
way stamps the double shows up 
very slightly at the left edge of 
the sheet or on the first stamps 
in the vertical row. rhis slight 
“kiss’? which turns into a double 
print was probably the edge of 
the air pocket or buckle of the 
sheet. As the sheet moves 
through the press the air pocket 
is crowded back, some of it es- 
caping at each end of the sheet) 
and creating a thicker air pocket 
under the sheet. Thus as the 
sheet moves through the press 
the air pocket becomes thicker or 
higher, raising the sheet higher 
and making the “kiss” print a 
trifle farther toward the _ right, 
so that as the print impression 
hits the stamps in the second ver- 
tical row the print impression is 
a bit farther to the left of the 
“kiss” than in the previous row. 
This repeats as the sheet moves 
through the press, the air pock- 
et becomes higher as the air igs 
forced back by the impression, 
thus the ‘‘kiss’’ moves farther to 
the right and as the firm im- 
pression comes, the firm impres- 
sion is farther to the left of the 
“kiss”? print. 

This is all definitely shown on 
the Norway double, since’ the 
stamps at the left of the sheet 
barely show the double and the 
double print increases as we 
move to the right edge of the 
sheet. As the sheet passes under 
the impression cylinder the air 
is driven out entirely. 

It would be entirely possible 
that across a full sheet of two 
panes wide by two panes high 
that an air pocket could develop 
as the sheet started into the 
press, the doubling could start 
close to the left edge of a sheet 
and before the sheet was entire- 
ly through the press the doub- 
ling could develop to a consider- 
able porportion and then elimin- 
ate itself entirely or almost en- 
tirely by the escape of the air 
at the ends of the sheets, 

The Albanian double shows the 
doubling quite pronounced = on 
the stamps in the left row of the

block and almost non-existent in 
the four stamps in the right row 
of the block. I very much regret 
that the finder of these stamps 
did not submit a full sheet which 
she has found and which she 
says shows the double entirely 
through a vertical row of the 
stamps. I am certain the double 
will show in more than the ver- 
tical row if carefully examined, 
but probably very slightly and 
almost unnoticeable, the air 
pocket evidently eliminating it- 
self almost entirely as the right 
edge of the «heet passed between 
the cylinders. 

Last week I stated that doubles 
should be found in the stamps of 
NORWAY, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
AUSTRIA and another country. 
Naturally this other country is 
ALBANIA which is now’ men- 
tioned. The reason that I made 
the above statement is that we 
were told that the sheets’ for 
two countries were printed = at 
the same time and the sequence 
of issue, register marks, top or 
bottom ete. indicates that ithe 
Czechoslovakia and Norway were 
printed on the same sheet and 
that the Albania and Austrian 
stamp were printed on the same 
sheet, thus a double in one would 
indicate a double in the other, 
provided of course that this lat- 
est explanation is the correct one. 

Other information of interest 
is given by the manufacturer 
with whom I have had correspon- 
dence and I am offering this new 
information here. 

Being a four color lithograph- 
ic job on some of the stamps it 
has been presumed that these 
stamps were probably printed on 
a four color press. My infor- 
mant advises me that this is 
most unlikely as a four color 
press is quite a big machine 
and this job being such 
a comparatively small one _ as 
lithograph jobs go has most prob- 
ably been run on a single color 
press, the sheets being run 
through the press for each diff- 
erent color. My informant states 
definitely in the case of the Nor- 
way and Czecho stamps, sheets of 
which I submitted them, that the 
word under the flag was unques- 
tionably printed at a _ separate 
operation than the red in the flag 
because they state that the reds 
are of a different color. This 
bears out the belief already held. 

Now when we come to figure 
the matter out, this statement 
that the stamps were printed on 
a one color press seems most 
logical for as we have stated the 
job was a comparatively small 
one as four color litho jobs go. 

We were told that the first is- 
sues were of 20,000,000 stamps 
and the statement has been made 
that later issues were but 15,000,- 
000. Let us however consider 
them as an issue of 20 milli n 
and see what that would mean 
on an ordinary one color press. 

The stamps were printed in 
sheets of 200. On a run of 20 
million that would mean _ just 
100,000 impressions which is a 
small run on offset presses be- 
cause these presses have a speed 
varying from around 4500. per 
hour up to 7000 sheets per hour 
on smaller presses. The = size 
press necessary to carry these 
sheets was protably the 22x39 
inch size or if the engraved bor- 
der on the sheets was not too 
large a 1714x2214 inch press 
might have been used. This lat- 
ter press has a speed of approxi- 


mately 7000 printed sheets per 
hour, the other size mentioned, 
6000 per hour. Let us figure 


on a basis of only 5000 printed 
sheets per hour and we can see 
that a run of 20,000,000 of the 
stamps, 100,000 impressions, 
would require only a 20 hour run. 

With a battery of four of these 
presses, one color put in = each 
press, it would be entirely pos- 
sible that a single printing of 20,- 
000,000 of sny of the stamps 
could be gotten through in about 
a full 24 hour day, operating day 
and night, so we see that the 
printing problem was not a big 
one fem the colors. 

Some might wonder why there 
would not be register marks for 
each color if run through the 
press for each different color. 
This is easily explained in that 
at the start of the press the reg- 
ister marks were on the plate and 
as soon as the sheet had been 
perfectly registered for the next 
color the press was stopped and 
the register mark removed from 
the plate since but a single regis- 
ter mark was needed on the sheet 
with which to register the en- 
graving and any more marks 
would have been confusing. 

I have had a firm belief from 
the first time I saw the Norway 


double that the doubling was 
caused by some eccentricity of 
the printing method and the ex- 
planations now provided, con- 
vince me that my belief was cor- 
rect.

This should convince 
the skeptics of the high quality 
of the readers of this publication 
which produces the first and only 
big matter of interest that has 
been found on any of these flag 
stamps.

Just as this copy is ready for 
the printer, another letter comes 
from a subscriber who claims to 
have a double on one of the 
other stam »s not yet mentioned. 
We will not give the name until 
we can see the stamp, but if this 
is a fact then we would urge 
more than ever that you scan 
every one of these stamps you 
can get hold of for this double if 
caused by the means as described 
above is apt to be found on any 
of the stamps. 





Export Of Stamps Is 
Forbidden Unless You 
Obfain Special Permit 


Practically all stamp collectors 
and dealers in the United States 
now know that they cannot send 
stamps to any foreign country, ex- 
cept Canada, without first ob- 
taining a philatelic export permit 
from the Office of Censorship, 
Philatelic C 0 n t r o 1 Unit—252 
Seventh Avenue, New York. N. 


It is also necessary, however, 
that the person to whom the 
stamps are being sent has applied 
for, and been granted, a license 
by the Board of Trade, London, 
England, if the addressee is lo- 
cated in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain (England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland). 

This rule applies whether the 
stamps. are sent as a gift, or as 
a commercial transaction: and this 
fact is emphasized at the present 
time, for apparently there has 
been some mis-information on this 
subject. and as a consequence, 
many people who have sent the 
stamps in good faith ar. disap- 
pointed by having them returned 
with the notice that they cannot 
be deliverzd to the addressee. 

So, before sending any stamps 
to any person residing in Eng- 
land, or any other part of the 
United Kingdom, one must be cer- 
tain that the person to whom 
they are being sent has been 
granted an import license vy the 
Board of Trade in London. 

There are no exceptions to this 
rule, and much’ disappointment 
may be avoided by stamp collec- 
tors and dealers if they vomply 
strictly with this regulation. 

Sources of supply in foreign 
countries are getting used new 
issues to American dealers by 
placing several sets on large cov- 
ers and mailing in the ordinary 
manner. 

You can send new issues to 
friends abroad in this manner.

Nicaraguan Official 
Imifations Caused By 
Stamp Dealer's Order 


Nicaragua has had many stamp 
shortages due to the revolutions 
once so prevalent in the small 
republic with a total population 
less than that of Greater Cleve- 
land. Revolutions impoverished 
the governments, such as they 
were, so that stamps often prov- 
ed a very welcome source of re- 
venue. 

In 1904 a stamp dealer sent a 
large remittance, believed to ap- 
proach a thousand dollars, for the 
provisionals first created in 1901 
by overprinting an old issue with 
the year date “1901” and a new 


value. The stamps _ ov’erprinted 
were ones of unnecessary odd or 
high denominations, and the 


newly-created values were badly 
needed. 

The dealer’s order arrived 
when there were no more of the 
makeshifts on hand, but they 
hated to have to return the mo- 
ney. So, more of the old stamps 
were rounded up and the print- 
er set up a new _ overprint to 
make the needed values, and 
these were all sent off to the 
dealer after a few were placed 
on sale at post offices to give 
the new varieties “standing.” 

Since they were going to a 
stamp dealer and knowing how 
much these curious people prized 
mistakes, the printing was care- 
lessly done, with all kinds of 
mistakes ranging from wrong 
letters to wrong value and in- 
verted overprint. Though print- 
ed in 1904 they still were dated 
in the overprint “1901.” 





Another Miniature 
Newspaper Appears 





A few weeks ago we mentioned 
the miniature edition of the Boston 
Herald which is reproduced by 
one of the large Department 
Stores in Boston for the express 
purpose of mailing overseas to 
men in the service from the New 
England states. Now comes a sim- 
liar miniature edition of the Minn- 
eapolis Star Journal which is pro- 
duced by a Minneapolis depart- 
ment store for free distribution 
in that city. These are War News- 
Papers, especially for overseas 
Mailing and as such are an after- 
math of the forbidden V-mail 
Newspapers. Every _ collector 
Should be glad to include copies 
of these papers in his collection.

First of all, some more newly 
authorized first flights. These 
flights were authorized since I 
compiled the list of forthcoming 
flights which appeared in last 


| week’s column, which is the rea- 


son these flights did not appear in 
that list. 


Joplin, Missouri, will be add- 
ed to AM-26 as a new temporary 
intermediate stop between Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, and Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. AM-26 .in Mid-Continent 
Airlines’ North-South route oper- 
ating from Minneapolis to Tulsa 
via Omaha and Kansas City. Un- 
fortunately, I have no idea when 
this first flight from Joplin will 
take place, but I’m predicting that 
it will be in the very near future. 
So, don’t delay sending out your 
first flight covers any longer than 
necessary. 


At the same time, Joplin, Mo. 
was also authorized as a tempor- 
ary stop on American Airlines’ 
AM-30 (Chicago-Dallas as a stop 
between St. Louis and Tulsa, 
Okla. However, this will NOT be 
a first flight since Joplin has al- 
ready been served by AM-30, the 
first flight taking place on Octo- 
ber 26, 1936. 


Moline, Illinois, will be added 
to AM-9 (Braniff Airways’ Chi- 
cago—Fort Worth route) as a new 
stop between Chicago and Kansas 
City. As with the Joplin flight, 
this one may also come off sooner 
than expected, so you better get 


| those covers out now. 


Still at it, Nuevo Laredo, Mex- 
ico, will be a co-terminal with 
Laredo, Texas, USA, on AM-50; 
(i. e. the San Antonio-Laredo 
spur of AM-50.) Unfortunately, 
since I do not have a very good 
knowledge of Mexican Postal 
Rates or regulations, I do not 
know how to tell you to obtain 
covers from Nuevo Laredo or in- 
bound backstamped covers from 
San Antonio and Laredo, Texas, 
into Nuevo Laredo. Incidently, 
this will be the first flight across 
the Rio Grande River at this 
point, between the USA and Mex- 
ico. 





Colonial Airlines were recently 
given approval to serve the Al- 
bany (N. Y.) Area through the 
Schenectady County Airport at 
Schenectady instead of through 
the Albany Municipal Airport. 
This airport at Schenectady was 
the same one that was recently 
dedicated. 





Some advanced unofficial from 
TACA states that about 30,000 
covers in all were carried; 17,000 
into Miami about 13,000 carried 
between the Central American 
Points. This flight between Cen- 
tral America and Miami took 
place on November 20th. An agent 
for the company says that an of- 
ficial release will be forthcoming 
within the next 10 days, and it 
will appear in this paper as soon 
as possible. 





Tomorrow, December 17th, is 
the 40th Anniversary of the First 
Airplane Flight in history, name- 
ly, the Wright Brothers Flight. A 
number of special flights and ca- 
chets will be available at Dayton, 
Ohio: Kitty Hawk, N. Car.: San 
Francisco, Calif.; and other points. 
However. none of these will be 
official and none wiil be Govern- 
ment Sponsored. So, I personally 
don’t believe any of them will be 
listed in the catalogue.

I PLEAD GUILTY 

Editor Brookman of the American philatelist, official journal of 
the American Philatelic Society makes some very nice remarks 
about your editor and Linn’s Weekly Stamp News in the December 
issue of his journal, I plead guilty on practically all counts. 

He tells how Linn’s Weekly has frequently scooped all other 
Papers on some big news events and how we have even scoopd the 
Postoffice Department in some instances. Without 
hunting up the files and verifying certain instances 
we can go back to the 3c Webster stamp of 1932. 
We announced the issue of this stamp and imme- 
diately there was a denial by the Posotffice De- 
partment that such a stamp was to be issued. We 
reiterated our assertion and in about three weeks 
such an announcement was really made by the 
Department. 

In more recent years we have made announce- 
ments that if they had not been made by our paper, 
collectors would have been shocked when they saw 
the stamps. We refer particularly to the 6c Air 
mail in booklet form. Had we not announced the 

Geo. W. Linn coming of this stamp it is highly probable that it 
would have been issued without any advance notice and collectors 
would have whined because no first day covers, for mind you, the 
Postoffice Department, knowing little about stamps and stamp col- 
lecting, did not even consider this as a new stamp and no first day of 
issue slogan was used for that reason. 

Several other news items of much interest were first presented 
by Linn’s and thus far, our publication is the only one whose readers 
have found the double prints on the flag stamps, three such values 
now being to the credit of our readers and first being announced in 
this paper. We know our readers appreciate this news and the help 
we get from them has been a big factor in helping us present many 
of these items. Keep it up friends and you will find we are with you 
to the finish. 

Probably what Editor Brookman wanted to say most however 
was with regard to my interest in the APS. My membership number 
is an old one. I believe the records now show that I am among the 100 
earliest living members of the Society. Editor Brookman argues that 
that fact is sufficient proof that I do have a tender feeling for the 
Society. I grant that. Editor Brookman wonders why I do take a pot 
shot at the Society now and then. The explanation is simple. 

The A. P. S. is the oldest, the largest and the most important stamp 
collectors’ organization in America. It has such a wonderful opportu- 
nity to serve our hobby and does so little about it that it is pitiful to 
contemplate the matter. I have never wanted an office in the organiza- 
tion and would not accept one under past conditions. In my mind, the 
greatest trouble is due to the fact that the officers and the politicians, 
for there are many, are too near sighted to realize what an opportun- 
ity there is for service. These people let thei rfield of vision for serv, 
ice roam only over the present membership whereas their vision 
should go out beyond the present membership and they should con- 
template what they could do if they had an organization of ten to 
fifteen thousand members. Such a membership would be possible if 
the society was organized and run in a mannr that would attract 
those many thousands of collectors who are scattered in the smaller 
cities and towns all over the country, but rather than think about 
those who are outside the society and try to find something for them, 
something that would interest them and something that would attract 
them to membership, the society is run with the thought of catering 
to the small membership it now has. 

Present membership is around 4800. Membership numbers to date 
run close to 18,000. What has become of the twelve or thirteen thou- 
sand who once were members. Some have passed on but most are 
still with us. 

Properly set up and operated the American Philatelic Society 
could become an organization that would be respected by every per- 
son in America who has anything to do with stamps or stamp col- 
lecting. It could and should have branches in 500 or more cities and 
towns all over America. 

Once the organization is organized for service to the stamp col- 
lector it will begin to grow but so long as the Society carries on with 
the belief that its interests are best served by catering to the special- 
ists, it will stand still as it has done for years past. 

Mr. Farley once said that there were ten million collectors in 
America. Let’s forget that figure. Let’s just say 100,000 who are 
really active. We know that figure is much nearer than the one Jim 
used. But, in that 100,000 we are willing to bet that not 10 per cent 
are of the thorough specialist type, probably not over five per cent, 
thus the kind of society we need is a society that will do something 
to interest and attract the ordinary type of collector. 

I have known many wealthy men who have stamps in their pos- 
session, worth from $10,000 to $20,000 or more yet who positively will 
not and do not go in for the specializing business solely because they 
are busy business men and have neither time nor inclination for 
collecting in that manner, yet they are interested in their stamps. Let 
us have an organization that will serve the ordinary type of collector 
and we will have a big and successful one.

New Monefary Unit 
On Brazil's Siamps 


The Brazilian milreis has given 
way to a new monetary unit, the 
cruzeiro. The name “cruzeiro” 
comes fron: the Southern Cross, 
the constellation that appears on 
the flag of Brazil. 


Having the same monetary val- 
ue as the milreis, the cruzeiro is 
being is-ued in the form of bills 
and currency, the former in de- 
nominations of 10, 20, 50, 100, 
200, 500, and 1000, and the latter 
in denominations of 1, 2, and 5 
cruzeiros. The hundredth part of 





fractional currency is being issued 
in denominations of 10, 20, and 50 
centavos. 

The new coins are handsome in 
appearance. The cruzeiros have 
on their reverse side a map of 
Brazil and the fractional pieces 
bear a portrait of President Get- 
ulio Vargas. Obverse side includ- 
es the denomination, and on the 


cruzeiros, the five stars of the 
Southern Cross. 

Recent Brazilian stamps are 
valued in the new unit, rather 


than by the milreis.

The time of year for auctions 
to be in full bloom 
Many collectors like to buy from 
auctions. Many of the auctions 
have taken on a different aspect 
to those of a few years back. I 
imagine these changes were made 
by those conducting the auctions 
after much studying of the situat- 
ion.

Scott numbers are A43-A49. 
Mayon volcano, pictured on the 
2c value, has been a_ constant 
source of wonder, awe, and res- 
pect from tourists who used to 
come from all over the world to 
visit it. It is truly an awe-in- 
spiring sight to look at Mayon 
from about a mile or so, to see 
it towering up like a majestic 
goddess 9000 feet into an azure 
sky. Climbing it is even more 
fun, as from the now-cooled cra- 
ter a thrilling panorama unfolds 
before the eyes of the climber, 
a view far out into the Pacific, 
a clear vista of neighboring is- 
lands many miles to the South. 
The 4c stamp shows the beau- 
tiful Manila post office. This 
building was erected in the early 
part of this decade to replace the 
smaller office, the change being 
necessitated by a growing vol- 
ume of postal business. Besides 
the regular divisions of the Bu- 
reau of Posts, there was a phila- 
telic section which sold stamps 
exclusively to collectors. The 
buildings, besides housing the Bu- 
reau of Posts, also was _ head- 
quarters of the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Works. 

Pier 7, the subject of the 12c 
value, is where the big round- 
the-world tourist vessels used to 
dock. 

“Pasganjan Falls” (also called 
Magdapio Falls) on the 18c ad- 
hesive, is the rarity of the set. 
Instead of picturing Pagsanjan 
falls on the stamp, the Washing- 
ton engravers of the issue show- 
ed Vernal Falls, at Yosemite 
National Park, California. That 
the stamp is indeed an anomaly 
can be seen in the fact that al- 
though pine trees are seen on the 
upper brink of the falls, no pine 
trees are seen in the vicinity of 
Pagsanjan. 

The falls are but a few hours 
from Manila by car. Although 
viewing the cataract and the rap- 
ids from a distance is quite safe, 
shooting the rapids is a_ risky 
sport. Several people have been 
drowned there.

with the months of April and 
May being left for the land’s idle 
period. 

The rice terraces at Ifugao (24c 
stamp) are one of the wonders 
of the world, I think. From Ba- 
guio, mountain province, it takes 
about eight hours to reach the 
place. Most of the traveling is 
done by motor car, although the 
last stages of the journey have 
to be made on foot as the trail 
is much too narrow to permit 
the passage of automobiles. Hor- 
ses are used for the trip some- 
times. 

Although the narrowness of 
the road and occasional landslides 
make for a somewhat dangerous 
trek, the scene is really worth 
seeing, and is not one to be for- 
gotten. At a distance the terra- 
ces look like waves, but closer 
examination reveals their great 
height, sometimes over ten feet.
